351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Ker et al 

'280. 

Ker shows in figure 20, for example, a multiplicity of diodes between Vdd and 
Vss and an input pad 84. The functional language in the claims does not structurally 
distinguish the claims over Ker where the same function is obtained. Note also that the 
"SCR" devices in the protection device comprise "diodes" as well as the basic diodes 
"D". Claim 1 is anticipated. Claim 5 is rejected as there are more than two diodes 
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between Vdd and Vss. Claim 6 is rejected as this is common for silicon diodes and Ker 
uses silicon material for his diodes. Claims 2-4,7-18 are also rejected as the SCR 
devices are disposed in deep N-wells in the substrate. The claims are broad and 
structurally undistinguishing over Ker. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Ker 
in view of Nguyen '943. 

Ker does not specifically teach diodes "D" in deep N wells, however, Nguyen 
shows a similar scheme with diodes formed in deep N wells in figure 3A. It would have 
been obvious to have practiced similar deep N well structure in Ker for diodes "D" for 
capacitance reduction and to control diode breakdown properties. Note also that 
Nguyen shows a diode stack in figure 3B which functions in the same manner as 
applicant claims. See also figure 5A. Claims 1-18 are obvious structure. 

Claims 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Nguyen 

'943. 

Nguyen figure 5A shows diodes D2 and D3 (comprising stacks of diodes from 
figures 3a and 3B) between Vss and Vdd. The diodes are also formed in deep N wells. 
Claims 1-18 are anticipated by '943 as two stacked silicon diodes of '943 will add 1.4 
volts to the turn on.
